Carbon tax pain felt at the pumps

Gas prices across Niagara are 
sitting at an average of $1.15 a 
litre fuelled in part by the new 
cap-and-trade fee charged by 
the Ontario government 
"It's a bit of a sticker shock,"

Last August, a price tug of war 
along the Ontario Street strip of 
stations had the cheapest prices 
in the province, with some sta¬ 
tions offering gas in the high 80 
cent range and lower
